Sandwich Island Mission. 
[From a Correspondent of the Boston Recorde.} 
New Beprorp, Nov. 21, 1831. 
1 will occupy a few moments of leiruse which I now have, 
in giving you some furtaer account of the missionaries and 
their movements, as they seem to be the principal objects of 
interest just now, especially in the circle where I move. 
They and their friends, as well as the gentlemen connected 
with the Board who are superintending their embarkation, 
are very kindly received and hospitably entertained, free of 
expense, av I understand, by the good people of the place. 
The public senument here is becoming more decidedly ia 
favor of missions. This favorable feeling is not confined to 
members of the church. Many merchanis and others, not 
feasedly religious men, manifest much good will towards 
the enterprise. Not a few of them make liberal contribu- 
tions, and some of them are generously entertaining one or 
more of the missionaries while detained here. This kind 
feeling is not limited to the denomination to which the mis- 
sionaries be Some of the Quakers manifest a good 
degree of it. In more than one instance a Unitarian has 
made «a handsome donation, expressing his full conviction 
that the missionaries were doing a humane and philanthro- 
pie work. When the reinforcement was here last fall, both 
the Methodist and Baptist ministers here requested them to 
preach in their pulpits on the Sabbath, and appeared highly 
ratified with the aid received. The Methodist minister, 
fier. Mr. Webb, requested the same favor yesterday, which 
was granted. 
In most of the places where the missionaries preach- 
ed, collections were taken up in aid of the Sandwich Island 
mission. At Fairhaven it amounted to $50, at Fall River 
$39, at Mr. Bigelow’s $10, at Mr. Cobb’s $12, at Dart- 
mouth, $—, at Taunton about $30. These sums, as 
well as that collected here on Friday evening, are all in 
addition to the ordinary anaual donations from these towns, 
awhich had before been made; and show the interest which 
this community feel in the cause of missions. 
I am informed that the whole expense of this reinfore- 
ement, up to the time of their arrival at the Islands, 
will amount to about 7,000 dollars. The principal items, 
as nearly as I can learn, are these :—1. The outfit of the 
several families, including their travelling expenses while 
making their preparations, and coming to the place of their 
embarkation, averaging about $400 for each family ; and 
amounting, for ten families and one single man, to about 





their nativity, with all its privileges and endearments, mani- 
feted yn ta we and even cheerfulness as they 
stepped from the wharf to the vessel. One of the females 
remarked pleasantly to a friend who stood by, 1 am now 
ready to be offeved, and the time of my departure is at 
hand.” After they had taken their stand on the deck, the 
parting hymn, (*Blest be the tie that binds, &e."") was sung, 
in which numerous voices united, To the missionaries, 
and donbtless to many others, it had a meaning which they 
had ever attached to it before. This was «real parting— 
the must important that the Christian can ever Know. It 
was the (ursuking of minisiers,and churches,and kindred, and 
native land—almost all that is dear in this world, forever. 
After the hymn, a prayer was offered by Mr. Greene, when 
the sloop, on board which they were, and which was to con- 
vey thei to the ship lying in the stream, two or three iniles 
below, immediately left the wharf, They were soon on 
board the shyyavhich is to be their home for the next five 
or six months; and about ten o’clock the anchor was 
weighed, and they proceeded to sea with a fair wind. 

At the time of the embarkation, the most perfect order 
and silence prevailed among those whe were assembled. 





Imprisoned Missionaries. 
The following extracts of a letter from the Rev. 8. A. 
Worcester to one of the Secretaries of the American Board, 
show that persecution has not yet been able to disturb the 
clear fountain of the writer’s peace. — Recorder. 


PeNivenTiaRy, MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga. Nov. 8, 1831. 


Althongh without being informed of it we should have 
the consolation of believing that we may enjoy the sym 

pathies and prayers of Christians extensively, yet it affords 
us much happiness to be assured of it, as we have been by 
your leuer and others. Great indeed is the comfort arising 
‘from the assurance that our lot is in this respect what that 
of Peter was, when * prayer was made without ceasing of 
the church unto God for him.’? We also enjoy pence of 
mind, which we hope proceeds from the favor which God 
manifests to his own children, and we hope that among 
our prayers for us you will not forget to ask that we may 
not be left either to do any thing, or indulge any feelings, 
which shall render necessary the withdrawal, ever tempora- 
rv, of the light of our Father’s countenance. For myself, 
although T cannot say that I do not feel the pain of the de- 
privation of liberty, of separation from my beloved fanily 
and my chosen field of labor, and of other trials necessarily 
connected with our situation, yet on the whole I have en- 
joyed quite as large a share of happiness as has commonly 
fallen to my fot during an equal space of time. My cheer- 
fulness has been uninterrupted, without even an hour’s de- 
pression of spirits. When I say as large a share of hap- 
piness as has commonly fallen to my lot, you will remem- 
ber that itis the expression of one to whom God, in his 
reat kindness, has given a cheerful heart. 

In regard to our situation in prison, it is perhaps suffi- 
cient to say that we get along with a good degree of com- 
fort. 

We have opportunity to make some attempts at doing 
good among our fellow prisoners. Since the burning of the | 


May last,) there are but four lodging rooms for prisoners ; 
most of them lodge in’ three rooms, and between two of 
these is a free communication. Dr. Butler and I have 
separated our lodgings at the request of some of the pris- 
onere, for the sake of having evening worship every night 
ion two rooms. “On the Sabbath we are in the same rooma 
as at night. By permission of the keepers I preach in the 
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to certain lines of conduct, and the affectionate manner 
in which she presented to their minds the opposite conse- 
quences of a moral and immoral course. They will not 
forget the solemn sanctions, which were most kindly en- 
forced on their consciences and addressed with clearness 
to their understandings and their feelings, from the book 
of God. And when tempted to sin, and to disgrace the 
memory of a parent so beloved and affectionate, the lan- 
guage of their hearts will be, ‘‘ How shall I do this great 
wickedness 1” Let female education, then, be cherished 
on political principles as well as moral, that our country 
may be blest with intelligent Christian mothers, and be 
filled with virtuous and enlightened citizens, the orna- 
ments and the conservators of our republic and its insti- 
tutions. The extracts from the Report before alluded to, 
are here presented :— 

To form correct ideas of the deplorable circumstances 
of Hindoo females, it is necessary to consider them from 
their entrance on the stage of being. Stripped, as the 
are, of almost every amiable and valuable quality, it will 
easily be conceived, that they hold but a very low place 
in the esteem of the other, or even of their own sex. 

It is no exaggeration to say, that they enter the world, 
for the most part, under the frowns of them who gave 
them birth ; Hindoo women, as well as their husbands, 
wish for, hope for, make vows, and pray to be blessed with 
sons, and receive the gift of a daughter with disappoint- 
ment, and too frequently with murmurs. 

A reception of this nature augurs but little for their 
future treatment and happiness : it serves to explain, how- 
ever, in some measure, how itis, that a whole tribe have 
consented, and continue so long to consign to death, ev- 
ery infant daughter; and why numbers of others hastened, 
without remorse, to deliver to the grasp of the fierce ti- 
ger, and rapacious alligator, their own innocent female 
offspring. ‘Thos, alas! through want of education, moth- 
ers may, indeed, ‘‘ monsters prove.” 

From the age of eight years, and not unfrequently at an 
earlier period, Hindoo girls are disposed of in marriage. 
In this important affair they have no choice ; and if they 
had, it could, at this infant period, avail them nothing. 
Deeply as marriage must affect their condition for life, 
their happiness is not, in one instance in a hundred, at all 
considered. Honor and money are the objects chiefly 
sought in the marriage of daughters, and frequently, 
among the lower classes especially, relief only from the 
burden of supporting them. 

After marriage, their condition undergoes little change 
for the better. Hindoo women are rather the servants, 
than the companions of their husbands. Their employ- 
ments are altogether of a menial character. In various 
ways they are made to feel their inferiority in the most 
marked manner. Custom compels them to hold their hus- 
band’s name sacred, and no consideration will induce them 
to mention it. At meals they are not permitted to eat 
with their husbands ; their duty being to stand as servants 
behind their lords, and wait upon them. After the men 
have regaled themselves, the women partake of what re- 
mains. ‘That rational intercourse also, in which, in Chris- 
tian countries, the husband becomes the counselling, com- 


penitentiary, of which you may have heard, (it occurred in forting, cheering, and endearing friend of his wife, is un- 


known among the Hindoos; and the man who should dis- 
cover any deeided preference for the society of his wife; 
would assuredly expose himself to ridicu™. Equally des- 
titute are they, for the most part, of respect from their 
children, aud control over them; youth, and the want of 
knowledge, incapacitate them for the instruction of their 
offspring, while universal practice teaches them, that this 





morning in ny own room, and in the afternoon in the oth- 
er, su that most of the prisoners who are disposed have op- 
portunity to hear. The number usually present in both 
rooms taken together is between 60 and 70. Dr. Butler 
also hokls a meeting in the furenoun in the room where he 
lodges. Pray that these efforts may be followed with the 
divine blessing. 

We are expecting, before long, perhaps next week, a 
visit from Mra. Worcester and Mrs. Butler, accompanied 
by Mr. Chamberlain. Mrs. W. says, under date of Oct. 
28, * Mr. Boudinott, who is now absent at Chattoogee to 
attend the sitting of Council, put into my hands the sum of 
23 dollars for the purpose of defraying the expenses of my 
journey to Milledgeville, contributed by five individuals at 
hia solicitation. ‘The plan, I believe, was entirely his own. 
The persons who contributed did it very cheerfully, and 
promised, if that sum shuuld not be sufficient, to give more.”’ 

From what we gather respecting public sentiment in this 
state, we are led to believe that a good deal of sympathy is 
excited in our behalf among the pious, who, while they do 
not approve the course we have taken, give us credit, nev- 
ertheless, for the uprightness of our motives. This is what 
I feared we should not obtain, not knowing but that the 
falsehooda with which it has been attempted to blacken our 
characters, might gain credit even among the good, whose 
esteem we cannut but highly prize. It is a great happiness 
to be esteemed a deluded good man rather than an ill-de- 
signing hypocrite. Let my name be sounded abroad asa 
weak, misguided enthusiast, yet a sincere lover of Jesus, 
any-thing consistent with sincere devotion to the cause of 
the Redeemer, rather than told with the highest commen- 
dation man can bestow and yet withhold the reputation 
of being a servant of Christ.

Female Education. 
By the courtesy of a Christian brother, we have been 
favored with the perusal of a pamphlet published in Cal- 
cutta, containing the Tenth Report of the Calcutta Baptist 
Female School Society, for December 31st, 1830. It was 
instituted for the establishment and support of Native Fe- 
male Schools inIndia. Jonathan Carey, Esq. Calcutta, is 
President of this Society, and the Calcutta Baptist Mis- 
sionaries are its Vice Presidents. The Treasurer, Col- 
lector, Secretary, and Committee of ten, are afl Ladies. 
As our contributions at the Monthly Concert for Prayer 
in Boston, are devoted to the purpose of educating native 
females in India, we give below a few extracts from this 
Report, showing the degraded state of females in that 
country, and the necessity which exists for encouraging 
their education by pecuniary contributions. There are 
17 Schools under the superintendence ‘of this Society, 
containing Five Hundred and Fifty female scholars.— 
Their instructions are elementary, and religious, from 
the alphabet to the New Testament. 
The instruction of females is of more consequence 
than many, even in this enlightened country, seen to be 
aware of. Take asingle example for illustration. Sup- 
pose the case of a female, who is to become the mother 
of alittle family. If she be ignorant, and especially if 
without moral and religious principle, how can she be a 
blessing to her children? ‘They look up to her, particu- 
larly in their very early years, for instruction, and maxims 
of conduct. If herself be without knowledge and prin- 
ciple, her teaching will be that of mere worldly policy 
and convenience, perhaps of fashion, of amusement, and 
of sinful gratification. Her husband may be a man of in- 
telligence, and of religion, and he may interpose “many 
checks to the course of immorality and self-indulgence, 
which may be countenanced by the mother; but after all, 
her influence probably will be superior to his. She may 
plead their cause when they transgress, and shield them 
from wholesome discipline ; and her power over her hus- 
band, though unobserved by him, may turn him aside from

| Polygamy, also, is a fruitful source of miser? to Hindoo 
\ females. Among Brahmins, particularly the Kooleen, it 
| is customary to marry several wives, sometimes as many 
jaseightorten. In such cases, the greater part of the 
| females thus married, never leave the parental roof; the 
| only object in giving them in marriage, being to advance 
| the honor of their family. In this way numbers are de- 
| prived, for life, of that protection, nourishment, af- 
| fection, and other blessings, which the institution of the 
conjugal union was designed to impart. It is by no means 
uncommon, however, to find two or more wives, of one 
husband, residing together under the same roof. Such 
unhappy beings, with few exceptions, spend their ill-fated 
lives in mutual jealousy, hatred, the most bitter conten- 
tions, and in suffering a thousand other evils consequent 
on polygamy. 
On the death of their husbands, widows are not allowed 
to enter the marriage state again. ‘The law, on this sub- 
ject, is peculiarly crue] and oppressive, as it includes 
even those who have only beer betrothed. Until the last 
year, when the enlightened and Christian policy of Lord 
William Bentinck put an end to the murderous rite of the 
Suttee, many were compelled to follow their departed 
husbands through the flames; but, although this diaboli- 
cal practice no longer exists in this part of the empire, it 
is evident that the condition of Hindoo widows is yet pit- 
iable and distressing in the extréme, and that many must 
inevitably be driven, bv this unnatural and unjust law, in- 
to the paths of vice and ruin. 


ASYLUM FOR BOYS, IN HARTFORD, CONN. 

Thursday of last week, a numerous meeting of respect- 
able citizens was held, which was honored by the presence 
of ladies, for the purpose of adopting measures to form 
and sustain an Institution, for the support and education 
of Boys, who are deprived of parents, and necessitous. 
There was much unanimity respecting the practicability 
of the scheme, and acommittee of fifteen gentlemen was 
chosen to solicit subscriptions for its pecuniary mainte- 
nance. The meeting was adjourned to the second Friday 
evening in December. 

The literary and moral education of the poor, univer- 
sally, would almost render useless our numerous prisons 
for the punishment of crime. Should our United States 
do what they can in this noble service, they would exhibit 
to the nations of the earth an example of wisdom and be- 
nevolence unparalleled in history, and do more for ra- 
tional, republican liberty, than has ever been done by all 
the armies, or the written constitutions, which have ever 
existed on our globe. The principle is a simple one ; but 
it contains the elements of national, as well as individual 
happiness. ‘‘ Whatsoever ye would that men should do 
to you, do ye even so to them.”” Were all mento act 
conscientiously on this precept, feeling that they are 
brethren, the world would soon be a paradise. For the 
inspired declaration must be true, whether we believe it 
from experience or not, “ It is more blessed to give than 
to receive ;” more blessed to communicate happiness than 
to be its recipient. Were men of literature and of wealth 
practically apprized of this fact, how would they spread 
abroad their stores of knowledge to the ignorant, and 
their wealth to the poor!

Is it so? 


Mr. Epitor,—It has been my privilege, during the last 
six months, to attend about a dozen “ protracted meet- 
ings,” and to hear a large number of sermons and exhor- 
tations. In these I have heard a large amount of simple, 

lain, impressive troth. I have heard that also which I 

elieve to be positively erroneous—that which contra- 
dicts the scriptural statements concerning salvation by 
grace. Doings and feelings have too often been put in 
the place of Christ. 

Among the motives urged upon the impenitent to “ sub- 
mit immediately to God,” I have often heard two sug- 
gested which I have ever considered as unauthorized by 
the Scriptures. 

1. The strivings of the Spirit. Sinners are told that 
the Spirit is acting upon their hearts, convincing them of 
sin—and this consideration is closely pressed as a reason 
why they should repent without delay. I know it is a fa- 
vorite sentiment of our Methodist brethren, that the obli- 
gation of the sinner to repent and turn to God rests upon 
the supposed fact that the Spirit strives with all men, 
and with all alike. But do Baptists thus read their Bible ? 
Does Revela:ion inculcate such a doctrine ? 

2. The intercession of Christ. The impenitent are as- 
sured that they live, only because Jesus, by his interces- 
sion, prevails with the Father to spare them, and give 
them an opportunity to repent; and upon this ground they 
are urged to seek the salvation of their souls. Now, what 
evidence is there that Christ intercedes for any but 
believers ? 

Mr. Editor, it really seems to me that the work of the 
Spirit and the intercession of Christ, are two very impor- 
tant points. Do all Christians—all ministers—in our con- 
nexion, rightly anderstand and rightly exhibit them ?

STATE OF RELIGION IN VIRGINIA. 
[From the Synod’s Annual Narrative, published in 
the Richmond Telegraph.} 

It would be impossible to narrate in detail all that Giod 
hath wrought for us during the past year. In general—like 
the ancient church, when the Lord turned her captivity, 
we can say—* The Lord hath done great things for us, 
whereof we are glad.”’—He has visited almost every con- 
gregation in a greater or less degree with the power of his 
Spirit—He has brought out of the world by hopeful conver- 
sion, about 3,000 souls, of whem more than 2,500 have 
been added to her churches—He has arrested the aged si- 
ner, who had spent three score years and upwards in the 
service of Satan—to sit, in his right mind, along with the 
child of 10 or 14, at the feet of Jesua—He has brought 
some of the brightest talents in ovr land into the church, 
and has changed the bitterest infidelity into chikilike love 
to Christ. 

These glorious fraits of God’s power and grace, have 
awakened a deeper tone of piety in the church—have given 
energy and wetion to its ministers—have cheered its mem- 
bers, and have often been accompanied by such mvanifesta- 
tions of God’s presence, as to silence all gainsaying. Even 
by the world it is said, “ The Lord hath done great things 
for them.”” Where the work has been most powerful and 
where the greatest number have been hopefully converted 
—there has been the greatest order and decorum. 

The operation of this work of God in producing reforma- 
tion of manners, might be strikingly exemplified by many 
facts which have been related from different parts of Ue 
State. All these facts go to show, that where the Spirit o! 
the Lord has been, the race-field is less frequented—gam- 
bling in all its forms is diminished, and the use of ardent 
spirits curtailed. 

The influence of this work in producing harmony and 
union among ministers and Christians has also been 
very manifest. Divisions and dissentions have been com- 
pletely destroyed by the power of God’s Spirit. Breaches 
and alienations, of years standing, have heen almost in- 
staneously removed. 

Another gratifying feature of this work, which ought to 
be{mentioned, is—the proportion of males among the 
converts. In many places, the majority of those added 
have been not only males, but heads of families. In one 
county, the converts in many instances—almost a majority, 
have Leas men aboye 25 years of age—in some above WO, 
and a few above 60. The proportion at one time amongst 
inquirers was 60 men to 3 or 4 females. In another county, 
in an addition of 20, 15 were males, of whom 6 were heads 
of families, and one person above sixty years of age. Thes« 
facts, and this feature of the work, which is not confiped 
to the cases specified—are quite remarkable, and’ seem | 
bewken that God is about to call the chureh to a great 
work, for which he is thus preparing materials. The pro- 
vidence of God calls upon * young men, because they arg 
strong,” and from the whole aspect of the church, it 
manifest, that a greater number of young men, whose ob- 
ject wiil be the minisiry, have been brought into the churc't 
during the past year than in any former year. In many 
churches, 4 or 5, in some 8 or 10, and in one case, fiom 12 
to 15 ina single congregation, have been added, who will 
seek the ministry The whole number of persons whe will 
thus seek the ministry, ia estimated from the best dam fur- 
nished, at 50 in this Siate, during the past year.

A spirit of confession was re- 
vived and continued through the day and on the next day, 
till finally most of the membere of the charch ina body 
came forwar) and confessed thei faults one to another, and 
renewed their vows to Gol. This was a solemn time, and 
one Lhope will not soon be forgottea.—The Holy Ghost 
came down, sed the change is indescribable. Christians 
were hum! (ed, and sinners were convinced that they were 
dost sinners; 15 arose and requested prayers. In the 
evening, the number of anxious was increased to more than 
20. The next day wasa solemn day. The Lord’s Supper 
was administered.

LETTER FROM SMYRNA. 


The Cholera in Egypt and Syria—Intelligence from! 
Messrs. Whiting, Nicholayson, Bird, Wotf, Good- | 
ell, King, &e.—health of Smyrna—new weekly pa- | 
per, &c. | 

Smyrna, Oct. 5, 1831. | 

An angel from heaven once brought to this eastern world | 
** glad tidings of great joy, which shafi be to all people” 
and from hence has sounded forth to other lands the most 
joyous news that can reach the ear of mortals. Since then, 
* mourning, lamentation, and woe,” have been the barden 
of messages from hence, and will be so until the goapel is 
again welcomed back as the only relief of the sorrows of | 
humanity. 

From Cairo, Alexandria, and other cities of Egypt, we 
hear that the cholera has swept off hundreds daily, but hap- 
pily is now abated. There are also reports of its ravages 
in |-amascus and along the coasts of Syria. Mr. Whiting 
writes us from Beyrout under date of Sept. Sth that Mr. 
Nicholayson and Mr. Bartholomew had left them a few 
weeks before, for Salet and Jerusalem. Mrs. Whiting’s 
health was Letter, but Mr. Bird’s youngest child, a tovety 
bow of a vear old, had died. 

Letters from Mr. Wolff speak of his safe arrival at Te- 
breez, from whence he was about setting vet for what he 
supposed to be the principal seat of thé Ten Tribes of Is- 
rael in the country of Bokhora. The plague was prevail- 
ing at Tebreez, so that the gentlemen of the Engin consu- 
late were encamped in teats beyond the diemits of the city. 

Constantinople at the last dates seemed a little more quiet 
from cowflagration, plagae, and cholera, and Mr. Goodell 
was getting schuols into operation. Mesers. King and Hill 
are here on a visit feom Athens. Their schools are stil! 
more flourishing than we had reported. Mes. Hill and Mev. 
Robertson teeve 160 Greek girls in their school, and our 
E,.ecopal brethren are going forward with much jadgment 
and etheiency in the pablecation of school bovks. 

In Smyrna, there are cases of cholera reported among the 
Jews and Turks.

An 
express reached Birmingham at five o’clock in the afier- 
noon ; a universal feeling of disappointment and —. 
tion pervaded the whole population. The funeral bells of 
all the churches and chapels were muffied and tolled, as on 
the most solemn occasion. ~ 

By accounts contained in the ‘* Caledonian Mercury’ 
of Tuesday serious apprehensions appeared to be entertain- 
ed of the interruption of order in the West of Scotland, to 
which quarter numerous bodies of troops have been order- 
ed, but down to the present moment happily the fears of 


The accounts from the country, as far as they have yet 
reached us, are frightful. ‘The operations of trade are sus- 
pended, from a feeling that men’s minds are about to be 
agitated hy passions, which will leave no time for barter 
or commercial speculations. 

Accounts from Derby represent serious disturbances to 
have taken place in that town, on the receipt of the intefti- 
gence of the Bill having been thrown out. The populace, 
it is added, vented their fury against the inhabitants, whose 
sentiments were known te be at variance with public opin- 
ion, by attacking their dwellings, breaking their windows, 
&c. proceeded to te goal and liberated the whole of the 
prisoners, both debtors and criminals. 

The Reform members of the House of Commons nret on 
Saturday to the number of 200, although the catl was so 
sudden, and agreed to propose the following resolations this 
eventr : 

” ‘That it is expedient to declare their unaltered and un- 
diminished adhereance to the great measure of Reform. 

* That it is their determined purpose to stand by and 
support the King’s Ministers?in their present crisis of af- 
fairs.” 

[Resolations similar to those here proposed, approving 
the conduct of ministers and pledging the House to oy 
them, were introduced into the House.of Coiunmons and car- 
ried by a majority of 149—40 more thas the majority for 
the third reading of the Bill.) 

French Peerage.—At the sitting of the Deputies on 
the 10th of ‘Oct. the Peerage Bill being under consideration, 
an amendment war proposed, making the peerage trans- 
missable by hereditary descent, but it was rejected by a vote 
of 324 against 86. 

Arrests at Warscw.--A private letter from Warsaw, 
dated the 29th of September says : “ ‘This capital presents 
the appearance of one vast bivouac—advanced ports and 
patriots are found at every corner. The Russians have 
denounced to the Police several thousands of persons 
who have been zealous, in the national cause. Since the 
Sth inst. the day on which it resumed its functions, the 
Police has been constantly employed in making arrests 5 
and im the first two days of the Restormion, spwards of 
1,000 persons of all ages and classes were thrown into 
prison and confined with the worst malefacters. Since 
that period, 250 men, shut up in one of the courts of the 
prison, were fired apon for nearly two hoars in succession, 
under pretence of a revolt of the imatefactors, though not 
leas than foar-fifths were confined on icion of political 
offence. There are now opwards of 1.900 incarcerated, 
and they will esteem themselves fortamate if they are not 
sent to Siberia. Poland has indeed sunk into the tomb.” 

Accounts from Warsaw of the 23d of oe. state that 
the Emperor of Russia, in order te reward Marshal Pas- 
kewitsch for the capture of Warsaw, has raised hin to the 
dignity of a prince, with the addition of * Warezawski’ to 
his name. 

Surrender of the Polish Army —This army consisted 
chiefly of three divisions, viz.— First, the corps under 
General Romarino, consisting of twelve or fifteen thou- 
sand men, stationed near the southern ner ey Fa the 
kingdom, on the right or eastern bank of the Vistula. 
Secondly, the corps under Genera! Rozyski, consisting 
of several thousand, stationed also in the southern part 
of the kingdom ; but on the left bank of the Vistula, 
near the city and territory of Cracow ; and thirdly, the 
main army of 30 or 40 thousand men, under Gen. Mala- 

j, stationed in and near Modlin, a strong 
fortress, 2 little northeast of Warsaw. Each of these 
corps has been compelled to lay down its arms or to 
disperse, and the fortress of Modlin has yielded to the 
Russians, whe are now undisputed masters of the whole 
kingdom of Polfnd. ‘The Poles, to the very ‘ast, re- 
fused to allow the Russians the honor of a direct vieto- 
ry, the corps of Generals Romarino and Rozyski bav- 
ing retired, previous to surrendering, into the territory 
of Austria, and the principal part of the main army in- 
to that of Prussia. 

Dissolution of the Polish Diet—The Posen Gazette, 
says :—* The remains of the Diet hitherto assembled 
at Zakroczyn, and the Polish National Government 
formed there, are dissolved. The members have singly 
left the town, and dispersed themselves.”

African Colonization —Vhe Board of Managers of 
the American Colonization —_ have issued in the 
National Intelligencer, a long Address to the Auxiliary 
Societies. The Society was established in the year

peditions have been fiued out, and 1857 emigrants, in- 
cluding recaptured Africans, landed on the shores of Af- 
rica. There are now 2,000 colonists. The expense 
has been almost wholly defrayed by contributions 
from individnals. The contributions received from 
1820 to 1830 inclusive amount to $111, 841; the ex-

Epidemics. 

Epidemics commence and cease at periods 
corresponding w:th certtian changes of the 
seasons. ‘The pestilenial period varies ac- 
cording to geographical position, and is an- 
ticipated or postponedby circumstances. Of 
the plague in the Levant, Dr Russel has ob- 
served, that ‘the winter puts an end to it at 
Constanunople ; the summer destroys it in 
Egypt.” ; 

But if we refer to the histories of the epi- 
demics of Europe and America, we shal! find 
the greater number of them occurring in the 
autumnal months. According to Dr Rush, 
“the yellow fever appeared six different 
times about the first or middle of August, and 
declined or ceased about the middle of Octo- 
ber, viz. in 1732, 1739, 1745, and 1748, in 
Charleston; in 1791 in New York; and in 
1791, 1793, and 1798 in Philadelphia. 

The epidemics which afflicted Gibraltar in 
1800, 1804, 1810, 1813, and 1814, prevailed 
in the autumnal months, and all commenced 
and ceased at similar periods, or periods 
nearly similar, there, aud in all places which 
they affected in Spam and Italy. At Malta 
and at Wallachia, in the northern part of 
Turkey, in 1813, the plague began, increas- 
ed, declined, and ceased, at similar periods ; 
the former having police and quarantine es- 
tablishinents of the most perfect kind, and 
the latter none. The greatest mortality oc- 
curred in both places in the months ef July, 
August, and September. And it may be 
mentioned here, as a remarkable circum- 
stance, concerning the epidemic of Spain in 
1804, that in three of the principal towns 
Cadiz, Gibraltar, and Alicant, the greate t 
mortality happened on the same day, viz. the 
9th of October. 

The epidemics in which the Jungs and the 
throat are more peculiar!y affected, are also 
under the influence of the seasons, and ap- 
pear almost always in winter and spring. 
There is, independent of the sensible chang- 
es and state of the air a contamination and 
deterioration of it in epidemics, which sub. 
ject persons remote from each other to the 
same kind of disease. We are told that dur- 
ing one of the epidemics of Gibraltar, “‘ the

The same thing happened witn respect to 
the crews of the British men of war lying be- 
fore Cadiz, in the fever of 1764, described 
by Dr Lind. In both instances the disease 
was milder, than on shore.

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She Partridge of twenty guns, quite 
healthy, was sent into Gibraltar with de- 
spatches at the time of the epidemic. On 
her return to Lord Exmouth, off Toulon, she 
had a number of men attacked with fever; 
which the surgeon, in his Medical Journal, 
states to be of ile same nature as that which 
prevailed on shore at Gibraltar; that “ no 
communication whatever was held with the 
place, except by receiving a lighining con- 
ductor fromthe dock-yatd, where they were 
known to be perfectly healthy, and some box- 
es of money were received on beard from a 
gun brig which had brought them from Ca- 
diz. The brig had no sickpess whatever on 
board.” 

The attack of epidemics ‘s made with a 
promptitude and violence proportionate to the 
pre disposing circumstances of the person and 
the concentration of the morbid cause. In 
some it is so sudden that they fall, as if 
struck by lightning, and are carri d off as if 
they had swallowed the most violent poison ; 
in others, the cause isaccumulating a long 
time, and the system is partially habituated 
to its presence.
